Publisher’s Statement 


re Emont Emonton Journal in its issue of Tuesday, December 
ist, referred to this publication in a news story which did not 
accurately state the situation 

Over a year ago, having disposed of my Vancouver news- 
papers—The Vancouver Daily World and The Vancouver Star- 
~—-I was induced by Mayor Blatchford to come to Edmonton 
and open negotiations for the purchase of the Bulletin. Nego- 
tiations were carried on from time to time and finally resulted 
on October 10th in my taking over the assets which included 
the Canadian Press franchise for a news service in the morn- 
ing field. Satisfactory evidence was presented to me by the 
vendors, showing clearly that the franchise was in good stand- 
ing, and on being assured of that fact, I advanced the necess- 
ary funds to pay the Canadian Press drafts for service up to 
and including October 17th. Having entered the field in good 
faith, and belioving that everything was all right, I ate 
to engage the necessary staff, news features and other “any 
necessary to publish on October 15th a metropolitan da 
newspaper in the morning field. 

On Monday I paid a courtesy call on Mr. Imrie, Managing 
Director of the Journal, advised him of my purchase, and en- 
tered into an agreement on the lines on which ths paper would 
be published, Mr. Imrie advised me he was using the morning 
service under an arrangement with Hon. Frank Oliver. I had 
made large expenditures and incurred further liabilities to 
publish, but received from the management of the Canadian 
Press in Toronto 2 flat refusal of wire service in answer to a 
telegram sont them two days previously, on the grounds that 
the Bulletin franchise was null and void, and that I would 
have to wait until November 23rd for the regular meeting of 
the Board of Directors to consider the question of supplying 
me with news service, Ths Hon. Frank Oliver and myself im. 
mediately despatched telegrams and used every possible effort 
to have the Canadian Press change its attitude but without 
success. It was a most extraordinary course for the Canudian 
Press to take to deny news service (under the circumstances) 
to Alberta’s oldest newspaper. There remained nothing for 
me to do but to wait and present my case to the Board of 
Directors on Monday, November 23rd in the City of Montreal, 
which I did on the morning of that date 

In the afternoon a special committes of the Directors, 
composed of vir. Macklin of the Winnipeg Free Prese, Mr 
Burford Hooke of the Regina J.eader and Saskatoon Star, and 
Mr. Imrie of the Edmonton Journal, met with me and asked 
for a statement of my intentions, and under what conditions I 
was prepared to operate, and as to whether any political 
party, corporation or local money other than my own was be- 
hind my enterprise. I assured the Committee that it was my 
own money, that I was going into ths Edmonton field abso- 
hitely free of political ties or corporation influences and with 
only ths intention to publish a free and independent news- 
paper to serve the people of the City of Edmonton and Alberta 
generally 

After considerable discussion I agreed that I wonld limit 
myself absolutely to a morning newspaper; that I would main- 
tain the saino subscription rates (2bc a week, $13.00 a year, 
delivered by carrier and $8.00 a year by muil) as charged by 
the Journal; that I would agree not to employ any member of 
the Journal ata iff, and that I: would not sign an agresment with 
the mechanical unions without, first having made a satisfac- 
tory arrangement beforehand with Mr. Imrie. In other words, 
I complied with all suggestions or requests made, and the 
Oommittee apparently was well satisfied to recommend the 
granting of a news service to me, Mr. Imris stated that he 
not only wouldn't oppose my reauest for service, but that he 
would support same. The conference being over, these gentle- 
men went back to the general meoting of the Board of Direct- 
ors to report. 

At 6 p.m, I interviewed Mr. J. H. Woods, President of the 
Canadian Press Association, also Vice- Prosident of the Edmon- 
ton Journal as well as of the Calgary Herald, and asked to 
know if T was to be granted service. He stated that he was go- 
ing to be very busy that evening and would discuss tha matter 
with me at one o'clock the following day. At eleven o'clock 
the next morning, Mr. Imrie presented me with a typewritten 
document in duplicate, containing the essential clauses in the 
verbal arrangement agreed on at the previous afternoon meet- 
ing with the special Committee. He asked me to sign same, 
stating that one copy was for the Board of Directors and one 
copy for the special Committee, and he gave me to understand 


that if I would do so he anticipated no further trouble” 


in the granting of a news service. At one o'clock I met Mr. 
Woods, who bluntly stated he was too busy to see me, and 
that I would have to see him after the close of the Directors’ 
mecting that evening, I told him I was anxious to know my 
fate, as I wished to proceed to Edmonton immediately, and 
that I had my transportation engaged for that evening, Ho 
wored by stating that he could not see me before the even- 
ing. About six o'clock, the Directors’ meeting being over, I 
met Mr, Woods again in his room and he informed me that the 
Board of Directors had decided to leave the matter entirely 
in his hands and that he was to use his own discretion in 
granting me a news service.
